And also at the weekend it was it was 
anincidentinvolvingNorthamptonshire 
Police and the aggression used to 
restrain a teenager who it was later dis¬ 
covered is on the autistic spectrum. 

More than ever we are seeing things 
we don’t usually see, thanks to the likes 
of Facebook and Twitter. 

These unexpected insights invite us to 
jump to conclusions about what we are 
seeing that may not be correct or fair. 

It’s hard not to have an emotional 
reaction to these kind of events when 
modern technology is turning us all 
into casual eye witnesses to life’s trau¬ 
mas. 

In fact, it is probably healthy to have 
that reaction but it must be equally 
important to recognise that our first 
response is most likely that: an emo¬ 
tional response.

In some cases we will recoil from what 
we are seeing and we might have a 
kneejerk desire to see something cen¬ 
sored because it disturbs us. 

In other cases we might get angry or 
inspired and feel like everyone should 
see what we have seen.

There is little doubt that all this mate¬ 
rial makes our lives more complicated 
and perhaps stressful. 

And so it should.

Two charged after 
baby killed by dog

The mother and grandmoth¬ 
er of a baby killed by a 
banned breed dog in 
Northants have been charged 
in connection with her death. 

Six-month-old Molly-Mae 
Wotherspoon was attacked at 
her mother Claire Riley’s 
home, by an American pit 
bull on October 3, 2014. She 
died later in hospital. 

Ms Riley, 23, of Daventry, 
has now been charged with 
being the owner of a danger¬ 
ously out of control dog 
resulting in a death. 


Molly-Mae’s grandmother, 
Susan Aucott, 54, has also 
been charged with the same 
offence. 

They will both appear at 
Northampton Magistrates’ 
Court on September 21. 

Supt Andy Cox, head of the 
county’s operational com¬ 
mand unit, said: “This has 
been a very lengthy and chal¬ 
lenging investigation and I 
would like to thank everyone 
who has worked on it to 
ensure that it did finally come 
to court. 

“These incidents are 
extremely rare and it is the 
first time in Northants that 


someone has been charged 
with this offence. 

“It took some careful consid¬ 
eration from experts within 
CPS to come up with the final 
decision which, ultimately, 
sends out a clear message to 
the owners of these dogs. 

“This incident has had trag¬ 
ic consequences for the fam¬ 
ily that has not ended with 
the death of the child. 

“The events of that night 
were also extremely distress¬ 
ing for the police officers and 
paramedics who attended 
the scene and who showed 
great professionalism in try¬ 
ing to save Molly-Mae’s life.”

IndyCar driver 
killed in crash

British IndyCar driver 
Justin Wilson has died 
after being seriously 
injured by a piece of 
crash debris during a 
race in the US. 

The father-of-two, who 
was born in Sheffield 
before later moving to 
Northampton to further 
his motoring career, had 
been fighting for life in 
hospital since the crash 
last Sunday. 

The 37-year-old former 
Formula One driver, who 
competed for Andretti 
Autosport, was in the 
closing laps of a race at 
Pocono Raceway in 
Pennsylvania when a 


competitor crashed in 
front of him, hurling 
debris through the front 
of his car. 

He suffered a severe 
head injury and had been 
in a critical condition in 
hospital since the smash. 

But on Monday even¬ 
ing, IndyCar Series offi¬ 
cials announced that 
Wilson had passed away. 

In a statement from his 
parents, Keith and 
Lynne, his wife Julia and 
his brother Stefan, 
Wilson was described as 
a ‘loving father’ and 
‘devoted husband’. 

Wilson, who had a 
home in Denver, USA, as 
well as Northampton, 
competed for Minardi 
and Jaguar during the 


2003 FI season. 

He had driven in the US 
since 2004 and was mak¬ 
ing his 174th IndyCar 
start in Sunday’s race. 

He married his wife 
Julia in December 2006 
and the couple have two 
young daughters. 

Wilson’s younger broth¬ 
er, Stefan, is also an 
IndyCar driver, and has 
posted a series of emo¬ 
tional tweets paying trib¬ 
ute to his older sibling. 

He said: “Can’t even 
begin to describe the loss 
I feel right now. He was 
my brother, my best 
friend, my role model 
and mentor. He was a 
champion! 

“...RIP mate, I’ll chuff¬ 
ing miss you.”

An unfortunate taxi driver came a-cropper on a 
bus lane in Northampton after he managed to get 
caught in a car trap. 

The Hackney cab was stuck after straying onto 
the bus lane section of Hermitage Way, in 
Wootton, last Friday morning. 

It is believed the driver had to call for a recovery 
truck to help tow the vehicle out of the trap. 

It is not the first time this has happened, as 


nearby residents have complained in the past 
about other drivers trying to cross the device. 

The trap itself is made up of a deep pit with a 
number of metal ‘teeth’ protruding from it. 

This is used to stop cars using it as a short cut 
to the A45, and forces them to take another 
route, which means using the busy Queen Eleanor 
roundabout. There is also a warning sign before 
the trap, stating only buses can use the road. 


Mum shocked by 
police video shots

The mother of an autistic teenager who was 
allegedly punched four times by a police 
officer in Northampton has been left ‘dis¬ 
gusted' by the incident. 

The apparent attack was captured on video, 
which shows a male officer using what appears 
to be exessive force to try and restrain 17-year- 
old Tristan Perry, while another shouts at him 
to put his hands behind his back. 

Speaking to the Northants Herald & Post on 
Sunday, a day after the paper broke the news, 
the 17-year-old’s mum, Jodie Lamb, said: “I 
was absolutely disgusted. 

“I was very shocked when I saw the video 
and we have sent the video to Tristan’s social 
worker and are taking it to a solicitor next 
week. 

“I was horrified to see what had happened as 
previously I had a good relationship with the 
police and while this might be an isolated 
incident it has left Tristan feeling very dis¬ 
tressed. 

“It is made worse as Tristan is autistic and 


the reason he did not want to be touched was 
they (the officers) were invading his space. 

“Tristan is worried about the implications 
this could have for him. 

“The only thing I am pleased about is there is 
this video which was shot by Tristan’s friend 
as without it no one might have believed him. 

“I am grateful it was videoed.” 

The incident happened at the house of one of 
Tristan’s friends, and no arrests were made. 

Northants Police are aware of the video, 
which went viral after being posted on 
Facebook last Thursday. 

Assistant Chief Constable Rachel Swann, 
released the following statement: “We are 
aware of the short video that is circulating on 
social media allegedly showing 
Northamptonshire Police officers. 

“We take such allegations extremely seri¬ 
ously and immediately referred the matter to 
our Professional Standards Department as 
soon as we became aware of it. 

“An investigation is currently underway and 
as such it would be inappropriate for us to 
comment further while this takes place.”

Glad to see car trap’ issue 
brought back to surface 

With reference to the story ‘Taxi driver 
lands his cab in bus lane car trap, page 
11.’ This is a daily occurrence as the sat 
navs direct the traffic through this bus 
ramp, so everyone attempts to drive 
over it. 

The ramp has ruined many cars with 
broken parts/tyres laying in the “pit”. 
Nearly every morning I have a bus load 
of passengers patiently waiting outside 
my house for the bus ramp to be 
cleared for the bus to pass through. 

This narrow lane was never built for 
heavy traffic as originally it was for 
pedestrians when it was the old army 
barracks. A camera was fitted two 
years ago to monitor the traffic flow 
and 881 vehicles had passed through in 
six days - yet still nothing is done 
about it. 

The lane either needs to be made 
wider and stronger for all traffic to pass 
through or to be closed completely. I 
have witnessed buses reversing back 
along this narrow lane as the busiest 
time is between 7.30am and 9.30am 
when everybody travels to work or 


school. There will be a serious accident 
soon as you just can’t hear the traffic 
using this lane due to the niose from 
the dual carriageway. 

This lane is a cut through to the 
Northampton Girls School at the top of 
Hermitage way, the new Waitrose, 
Wootton Primary School, 

Hardingstone School, to Preston 
Hedges school and the garden centre. 

I have contacted Northampton 
Borough council, the Highways depart¬ 
ment of Northants County Council and 
to Wootton Parish Council,and they 
think I am just complaining about 
nothing - but they do not live next door 
to the bus ramp like I do. 

I even had people sending me mes¬ 
sages asking if I am bored of complain¬ 
ing as I seem to have nothing better to 
do. Thank you for bringing this back to 
the surface again.

A couple of years ago, I was contacted 
by a local resident about her concerns 
about traffic using this route as a cut 
through, when it should only be used 
by buses. 

I asked the police if they could do 


some enforcement work, warning 
motorists that they were breaking the 
law by driving through there. 

They then set up some equipment to 
monitor the amount of traffic that was 
using the cut through. Despite there 
being approximately 100 legitimate bus 
journeys through that route, they 
recorded 822 vehicles passing through 
there in one week. 

If you have a 4x4 vehicle the trap does 
not pose any problems. However, if you 
try to go through there in a small car, 
you will end up stuck. The signage is 
inadequate to warn motorists that they 
should not be driving through there. 
NCC say that the signage is compliant 
with Highways Act requirements, but it 
clearly is not fit for purpose. 

I asked the police to carry out some 
enforcement work in the area, as that 
would soon stop people using the cut 
through. Unfortunately, that hasn’t 
happened. 

What is needed, and what was origi¬ 
nally planned, is for some heavy duty 
retractable bollards, that are operated 
from within the buses, so that only 
they can pass through there.

The National Lottery has 
revealed that a lucky person 
became a secret millionaire 
after buying a ticket at a 
Sainsbury’s store in Northamp¬ 
ton town centre.

Danny Hayes, aged 39, store 
manager of Sainsbury’s 
Northampton, said he was 
‘delighted’ when he received the 
poster last week. 

And when asked what went 
through his mind when he read 
the poster, he added: “I hope they 
come back and spend it in here!” 

Talking to the H&P about the 
news, he said: “It is a really good 
feeling that we have produced a 
millionaire. It has given us an ele¬ 
ment of pride. 

“It is a little bit like Charlie and 
the Chocolate Factory - if you use 
that as an analogy - when you 
have got that extremely rare 
opportunity of getting that gold¬ 
en ticket, and then knowing 
you’ve had it in your shop!” 

Asked how staff at the store 
reacted to the news, he said: 
“They are delighted, even though 
they also wanted the winner to be 
them! Some of them buy their 
tickets here every week and don’t 
win, but like I always say, perse¬ 
vere and something will probably 
happen.” 

Danny added: “I like to think 
that this lottery win shows that 
we are a lucky store.”

Egypt in appeal 
to buy statue

Egypt has launched a stinging attack 
on Northampton Borough Council for 
selling the Sekhemka statue, describ¬ 
ing the move as ‘an indelible stain on 
the museum’s reputation’. 

The strong words also come at the 
same time the country has announced 
a fundraising campaign to re-buy the 
4,500 year-old statue, which was sold at 
auction last year for £15.76 million. 

Egypt’s Antiquities Minister 
Mamdouh A1 Damaty held a press con¬ 
ference last Saturday to officially halt 
all dealings with Northampton 
Museum over its ‘unethical role” in the 
sale of the historic statue. 


He said: “The sale of the statue is an 
indelible stain on the museum’s reputa¬ 
tion and is a moral crime against world 
heritage in general and the Egyptian 
heritage in particular.” 

The minister then called on Egyptian 
businessmen and Egyptian expats in 
the UK to initiate a serious fundraising 
campaign to re-buy the statue, other¬ 
wise ‘the irreplaceable masterpiece will 
never to be seen on public display 
again.’ 

A temporary export ban to stop the 
statue leaving the country expired on 
July 29. 

However, the Government later 
announced the export ban deadline 
has been extended to midday 
tomorrow.

BMW I Series 

Take a look inside... 


BMW’s I Series gets sleeker 
styling, a range of more 
economical engines including 
an all-wheel drive diesel and 
a refreshed interior. There’s 
still the brilliant M 135i to head 
up the range, but at the other 
end there’s a super-economical 
three-cylinder I 16d that can 
manage more than 83mpg. 

As well as the usual quest to 
drive down emissions, BMW 
has also done its best to sneak¬ 
ily add a little more poke under 
the bonnet where possible. The 
I Series petrol-engined range 
starts with the 1.5-litre three 
cylinder I 18i with I 36PS and 
the 1.6-litre 120i with 170PS. 
Then there’s the 2.0-litre 
218PS 125i, and at the top 
of the range is the ferocious 
little M 135i, with a three-litre 
straight six that cranks out 
326PS. Pedal this one hard and 
62mph flashes by in just 4.9 
seconds. 

The biggest change has come 
in the diesel range. The 1.5-li- 
tre three-cylinder engine in the 
improved BMW I 16d generates 
I I6PS and 270Nm of torque, 
an increase of I ONm compared 
to its predecessor. A new 
four-cylinder diesel engine is 
offered in three states of tune: 
the I 18d generates 150PS, the 


120d has I90PS, and the I25d, 
with its multi-stage turbocharg¬ 
ing, cranks out 224PS, enabling 
this model to reach 62mph 
from rest in just 6.3 seconds. 

One consequence of run¬ 
ning a transmission tunnel 
through what has been a rather 
compact hatch has been rather 
compromised accommodation. 
That hasn’t really changed too 
much. The I Series is still a bit 
more cramped in the back than 
something like a Golf. Never¬ 
theless, the cabin is a good deal 
better looking than most rivals, 
with a revision to the dash¬ 
board minor controls. 

The exterior styling is a bit 
neater, especially at the front. 
For the first time, full LED 
headlamps with low and main 
beam have been added to the 
options list, with Adaptive LED 
headlamps a further option. 

Slowly but surely, BMW are 
excising each and every flaw in 
the I Series’ makeup. While it’s 
still not the most elegant look¬ 
ing hatch on the market, it’s no 
longer conspicuously weird¬ 
looking. You could even call 
the latest car handsome, which 
would be a first for a I Series 
hatch. Where this generation 
scores is in building in so much 
value for the customer.

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Cobblers shown ‘ultimate respect’ 
by Magpies hungry for silverware

Cobblers boss Chris Wilder believes 
Newcastle United showed 
Northampton Town the ‘ultimate 
respect’ by naming a strong line-up 
in their 4-1 win over Town. 

Former England manager Steve 
McClaren demonstrated his intent to 
win this tie by including new £12mil- 
lion signing Florian Thauvin, and first 
team regulars Ayoze Perez, Daryl 
Janmaat and Cheick Tiote in their 
line-up. 

Premier League clubs can often 
name weakened sides for League Cup 
encounters with lower division sides, 
but after 60 years without a trophy 
Toon signalled their intent to give the 
cup a right good go. 

The Premier League quality was too 
much for the Cobblers, who put in a 


brave performance but came unstuck 
against the impressive Thauvin - who 
scored and laid on the other three on 
his home debut. 

And for boss Wilder, the fact that 
Newcastle were so willing to put their 
big stars in, sandwiched between 
vital Premier League games against 
Manchester United and Arsenal, was 
a sign of big respect. 

Wilder said: “My first thought was 
that there has been a lot of debate in 
Newcastle after what the chairman 
and manager have said about team 
selection, and how they’re going to go 
about cup competitions. 

“I thought they paid us the ultimate 
respect in terms of the team they 
picked and the subs on the bench. 
Quite a lot of these early rounds are 
filled with under 21 players - and they 
certainly didn’t have any of them 
tonight. 

“We were up against it at times, but 
look at the unbelievable quality we’re 
up against. The right winger they’ve 
just paid £12million for and they’re 


bringing on players like Mitrovic and 
Colback. We were bang up against it. 

“We had to have a lot of things go our 
way to get through, the biggest thing 
being the attitude of Newcastle and 
hoping that that’s a little bit off. But I 
have to say that their attitude was 
absolutely spot on in taking us seri¬ 
ously.” 

Wilder’s analogy of being ‘bang up 
against it’ rather summed up the dis¬ 
astrous first six minutes of this 
encounter, after which Town found 
themselves 2-0 down. Staggeringly 
though they pulled one back in the 
ninth minute through Marc Richards’ 
penalty after Cheick Tiote handled in 
the area. 

But despite being well in it for a large 
part of the game, two goals midway 
through the second half from Janmaat 
and Mike Williamson sealed a con¬ 
vincing win for the home side. 

“We got off to an awful start,” admit¬ 
ted Wilder. “But we got ourselves off 
the canvas and then had an opportu¬ 
nity to get back in the game with a 


fantastic free kick to make it 2-2. But 
we’re a little bit disappointed in a cou¬ 
ple of the goals we conceded, but you 
could also say that they were magnifi¬ 
cent balls is. 

“They are small margins. How the 
first goal is scored (by Thauvin) I’ll 
never know, David Buchanan had 
him marked left, right and centre and 
the boy has done a Bruce Lee karate 
kick into the corner - that’s the quali¬ 
ty that they showed in the vital 
moments. 

“We had our moments but didn’t 
take advantage of them. We didn’t 
quite pick that final pass - but I’ve got 
no complaints about my team and the 
way they went about it tonight.” 

Lor Wilder there were a number of 
improvements from Saturday’s 2-0 
reverse against Plymouth, and he 
wants those positives taken forward 
to Saturday, when Town return to 
League Two action in the more hum¬ 
ble surroundings of the Crown 
Ground of Accrington Stanley. 

Wilder said: “We looked more like a 


team than we did on Saturday, and we 
looked bright in certain areas and we 
had to withstand a lot of pressure, but 
we were in the game until the fourth 
goal. 

“We’ve got a lot of spirit and hope¬ 
fully Saturday was a one-off, because 
they’ve not shown signs of that 
throughout pre-season or tonight. We 
gave it a right go. Now we have to take 
that forward.” 

And Wilder rounded off his post¬ 
match briefing by paying tributes to 
the army of Cobblers fans that made 
the trip up the A1 this evening. Nearly 
a thousand turned up, many decked 
in pink, and undoubtedly out-sang 
the famous Gallowgate end. 

He said: “We have to say a big thank 
you to the fans, and all our players to 
a man went over to the supporters at 
the end. It was an outstanding back¬ 
ing we had, and this is a hell of a long 
way to come on a Tuesday, so to take a 
thousand supporters was first class. 
And hopefully they go away with good 
memories as we gave it a go.”

There was to be no repeat of 
Cobblers’ Liverpool Capital One 
Cup heroics as they went down to a 
Florian Thauvin inspired 4-1 defeat 
at St James’ Park. Yet, Northampton 
return from the North East with 
credit having never looked over¬ 
awed in an end-to-end match in one 
of football’s true cathedrals. 

Newcastle manager Steve 
McClaren is taking the League Cup 
seriously, with the Magpies not 
touching any silverware for 46 years 
and his side reflected that. 
Ex-Marseille man Thauvin looked 
the pick of the bunch, forming an 
attacking midfield trio with Dutch 
International Siem De Jong and 
highly rated youngster Rolando 
Aarons. Former Sixfields favourite 
Ivan Toney had to make do with a 
place on the bench with Ayoze Perez 
starting up front. 

Thauvin’s inclusion put the tie into 
perspective as the ex-L’OM winger’s 
£12 million transfer fee from the 
French club covers the entire loan 
granted for Northampton’s stadium 
redevelopment. Throw in Daryl 
Janmaat, Massadio Ha'idara and 
Joan Gouffran, who also started for 
United and Newcastle’s fringe elev¬ 
en could account for Northampton’s 
entire football operation for the 
next few years. 

Yet, the early rounds of the League 
Cup are often a leveller where well- 
drilled lower-league sides can close 
the gap against Premier League 
squad players. Newcastle, however, 
weren’t settling for that and took the 
lead within 3 minutes as Thauvin 


stuck out a boot to volley home a 
beautifully presented Hai'dara left- 
wing cross. 

The approach to St James’ is a 
steep walk from the river Tyne and 
Cobblers faced an uphill battle 
when falling two goals behind five 
minutes later. Northampton boss 
Ian Sampson, who had one over Roy 
Hodgson at Anfield in 2010 would 
have been tearing his hair out at 
Cobblers’ defensive weakness as De 
Jong headed home unmarked from 
a whipped Thauvin free kick. 

But single goals can affect the 
motivational balance of cup ties 
and Northampton struck back in 
the 10th minute via a Marc Richards 
penalty. Cheick Tiote, one of 
Newcastle’s players off the pace, 
handled a deep cross aimed at Rod 
McDonald with referee David Coote 
upsetting the Magpies by pointing 
to the spot. 

Richards has missed various pen¬ 
alties already this season but 
breathed life into Cobblers’ hope of 
an upset by sending the ball down 
the middle and past a diving Karl 
Darlow. United stopper Darlow is 
Northampton born and grandson of 
ex-Cobblers and Magpies Ken Leek 
but could get nowhere near 
Richards’ spot kick. 

Cue an unexpected period of 
domination for the away side which 
nearly saw a Northampton equalis¬ 
er when Richards’ diving header 
went narrowly wide. “We’re gonna 
score in a minute” chanted Town’s 
Shoe Army and you get the sense 
that they would. However, 
Northampton’s roving4-2-3-1 coun¬ 
ter attacking often fell short at the 
last moment with stray passes from 
the likes of Joel Byrom hampering 
periods of good possession. 

Despite labouring to break 


Northampton down in central mid- 
field, Newcastle has a knife through 
butter silkiness on the break with 
Thauvin putting in a man of the 
match performance of some style. 

Indeed, Thauvin’s lay-off for 
Newcastle’s third was beautifully 
balanced and teed up Janmaat for a 
cute side-footed finish ten minutes 
after the restart. Ex-Cobblers man¬ 
ager and United Chief Scout 
Graham Carr would have been 
pleased for his new acquisition and 
further enthused when Thauvin 


capped his third assist of the night 
when sending a cross plum onto the 
head of Mike Williamson to head 
past Ryan Clarke for United’s 
clincher. 

Thauvin received a deserved 
standing ovation when being sub¬ 
stituted for Aleksander Mitrovic on 
65 minutes. That was bettered how¬ 
ever, in the Northampton section of 
the Leazes Stand at least, with the 
introduction of “one of our own” 
Ivan Toney with ten minutes 
remaining.

Steelbacks champing 
at bit for Finals Day 

Northamptonshire captain Alex 
Wakely is looking forward to experi¬ 
encing the ‘biggest day in English 
domestic cricket’ for a second time as 
he prepares to lead the county into 
Finals Day of the NatWest T20 Blast. 

Wakely skippered the Steelbacks to 
glory at Edgbaston in 2013 when they 
thrashed Surrey by 102 runs thanks in 
no small part to David Willey’s extraor¬ 
dinary efforts with bat and ball. 

At the same venue on Saturday, 
Northants face a tough test in their 
semi-final against holders the 
Birmingham Bears, who are playing on 
their own ground. 

But Wakely claims every player is 
champing at the bit in anticipation and 
feels their experiences of two years ago 
can hold them in good stead. 

He said: “For me, Finals Day is the 
biggest day in the domestic season, the 
whole glitz and the glamour of it and 
it’s been an amazing performance for 
us to get there. 

“To be there is one of the best experi¬ 
ences I’ve been through and we want to 
get back there as quickly as we can. 

“I’ll say that Thursday or Friday are 
where the nerves will start kicking in - 
that’s when people will start to get 
really excited. 

“The positive thing on that is we’ve 
got so many players who have been 
there before and players who have won 
domestic competitions before. 

“That can only help to guide some of 
the younger guys through the day as 
I’m sure there’ll be a few nerves from 
those going in there for the first time.” 

Northants’ small squad has been rela¬ 
tively injury-free for most of the season 
but in a case of very bad timing, it has 
suddenly been hit with knocks to sev¬ 
eral of their players. 

Rob Newton broke a thumb against 
Leicestershire in the County 
Championship and will miss out on 
Saturday while Northants are sweating 
on the fitness of Steven Crook. 

The all-rounder has been receiving 
intensive treatment to his ankle after 
being stretchered off in the same match 
and there are also concerns over Adam 
Rossington, Graeme White and Oily 
Stone. 

On the niggles, Wakely said: “What 
we’re trying to do is take things day by 
day rather than jump to conclusions 
and the real assessment will be on 
Thursday when we will have to make 
some final decisions. 

“Adam played a club game on 
Saturday and got through that okay 
while Graeme was running on Monday 
and bowling, which was nice to see. 

“Stoney has had a scan on his knee 
just to check there was nothing differ¬ 
ent from his previous scan but he seems 
pretty positive and I’m sure he’ll be in 
one those -45 degree cryo chambers 
along with Crooky!”
